REMARKS 


Claims 4-6, 8, 9, 13-15, 17, 18, and 20-30 are pending. Claims 3, 7, 12, and 
16 have been canceled. Claims 1, 2, 10, 1 1, and 19 have been previously canceled. 
No new matter has been introduced. Reexamination and reconsideration of the 
application are respectfully requested. 

In the July 12, 2005 Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 4-6, 8, 9, 13- 
1 5, 1 7, 1 8, and 20-30. The Examiner rejected claims 3, 7, 1 2, and 1 6 under 35 
U.S.C. §112, first paragraphias failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The Applicant has canceled claims 3, 7, 12, and 16. 

Applicant believes that the foregoing amendment and remarks place the 
application in condition for allowance, and a favorable action is respectfully 
requested.
